Cigarette smokers, however, the people who 
will pay the tax, seem quite unmoved by the pros- 
pect. Not so the gas users. Taxing gas is, in truth, 
somewhat like taxing food. Gas is a necessity to 
most working men, a fundamental expense in 
their budget. Although the tax is paid throughout 
the year, the total yearly tax will probably cost 
many families more than a state income tax. 

Politically, the governor's proposals are pro- 
bably he most 'painless method of raising the 
needed funds — people who will be angry for a 
few weeks^ because of the increased cost of gas 
will forget the \i hole matter before another elec- 
tion rolls arounv.'.

V 
In addition to the univer- 
sal prO'Sehoorprograui which 
the new procedure will pro- 
vide. Federal aid will reach 
grammar schools and hiMh 
schools In all : of tliu HVM) 
counties of the fifty states. 
Federal aid, under this pro- 
posal, is not based upon any 
deficiency in edttcalional 
standards, ftislcad, the dis- 
tribution of Federal funds is 
to be determined by the num- 
ber of famiti.es In each school 
district having '92,000 or loss 
of annual income, according 
to the -IfidO census. The 
fallacy of this excuse for a 
new Federal aid to education 
program in our elementary 
and high schools is demon- 
strated by the following: 
' The ten poorest counties. 
With 32.452 children eligible 
for assistance, would receive 
$4,507,149. whereas the ten 
wealthiest .counties in the 
nation, in which there are 
32.0(13 children, would re- 
ceive igtt.9 10,087! For in- 
stance. DuPage County — the 
fourth wealthiest county In 
the nation — would receive 
.more than §433,000 of Fed- 
eral funds. 

Our 12th Congressional 
District is schedo>d to (re- 
ceive Federal scft«*I aid- as 
follows: Booue County, $03,- 
100; McHenry Countv, $250.- 
0(10: and Lake Countv, $510.- 
510! 

The vitality of locally sup- 
ported and locally controlled 
public education has never 
been demonstrated more suc- 
cessfully than during the 
years following the big push 
for "federal aid" which began 
in the postwar period. • 

In 1001. the late President 
Kennedy estimated that the 
Nation would need to build 
000.0(10 classrooms during 
the ensuing 10 year period, 
or $00,000 per year. In the 
past 5 years, we have aver- 
aged 70.000 each year— with- 
out Federal aid— and there 
is no sign of a decline in this 
rate.

Other provisions of iho 
bill, including the right to 
establish "supplementary ed- 
ucational centers under the 
direct and exclusive control 
of the Federal govern ment." 
represent a distinct depart- 
ure from tho cooperative pro- 
grams which have existed 
heretofore between local, 
stale and Federal ediicaliomil 
agencies. 

As with other legislation 
being considered at this ses- 
sion, various Republican lead- 
ers have offered alternative 
proposals, hi the case or aid 
to primary and secondary 
schools, the principal Repub- 
lican emphasis is on local 
control. This would bo 
achieved through a Republi- 
can proposal for granting 
tax credits to the extent of 
local school taxes up to Si 01V 
In addition, .the measure 
would authorize a Federal 
income tax credit for indi- 
viduals who assume the cost 
of luil ion and other expenses 
of a college education. This 
legislative proposal, has had 
strong bipartisan support for 
many years and represents 
an equitable method of meet- 
ing expenses of .a college 
education — particularly a- 
mong the low and middle in- 
come groups.

IBA Sponsors 
Amendment 
On Drive-Ups 

An amendment to the Illi- 
nois Banking Act, which 
would permit any bank to 
maintain a drive-up facility 
at a location apart from Its 
main office, will be spon- 
sored by the Illinois Bankers 
Association. 

The amendment was ap- 
proved unanimously by the 
Association's Council of Ad- 
ministration, according to 
John F. McCarthy, president 
of the Association, and pres- 
ident of the Marquette Na- 
tional Bank-, Chicago. 

McCarthy said that the Illi- 
nois Bankers Association has 
favored such an amendment 
for several years, but has 
been prevented from advo- 
cating its passage by opinions 
of federal authorities that 
such facilities would be con- 
sidered branches. Recent 
| court rulings, interpreting 
ithe intent of the Congress 
when It enacted the National 
Banking statutes, would seem 
to have eliminated the basis 
for these opinions, he said. 

"The Illinois Bankers As- 
sociation long has recognized 
the need to provide all banks 
with authority to construct 
drive-up facilities as a con- 
venience to their customers," 
McCarthy said. "We antici- 
pate that the proposed 
amendment will solve the 
problem for those banks 
which now find it geographi- 
cally impossible to utilize 
drive-up facilities under the 
present limitations of the 
State laws. For example, a 
bank with other business es- 
tablishments on both, sides of 
it and behind It, now has no 
opportunity to have drive-up 
facilities." ' » 

McCarthy emphasized' that 
the IBA's action lit no way 
alters its opposition to any 
form of branch banking. He 
stressed that the amendment 
would limit strictly, the dis- 
tance the drive-Up facility 
could be located from the 
maintaining bank and the 
services such facility could 
provide, thus making it ap 
entirely different concept

Refusal of the Supreme 
Court to review the case of 
two men convicted of a mil- 
lion dollar mail fraud was 
hailed today by Chief Postal 
Inspector Henry B. Monta- 
gue as "a milestone in en- 
forcement history." 

A ruling made by - the 
Federal Court in Burlington, 
Vermont, on admissibility of 
evidence previously rejected 
as "hearsay" creates a legal 
precedent that Mr. Montague 
predicted would make 
prosecution of future mail 
fraud cases much more cf, 
fectlve. 

The case involved the Bny- 
Blte Buyers Club, Inc., of 
Bennington; the Factory Sup- 
ply Company of Bloom field, 
New Jersey and Standard 
Distributors, Inc., of Pater- 
son, NL»w Jersey. These four 
corporations were operated 
by T. C. Fry, Jr., Isidore 
Press and Lawrence Press. 

The companies sold mer- 
chandise by mail, at discount 
prices but frequently this 
was never delivered nor 
were refunds made, 35 wit- 
nesses testified. 

Defense attorneys tried to 
establish that the (inns' 
business had expanded so 
fast that there were delays 
in shipping merchandise. 
Thirty-five dissatisfied cus- 
tomers, it was suggested, 
might be normally expected 
from annual sales of $7 mil- 
lion. 

Whereupon a postal In 
spector appeared in court 
with a box that contained 
3,825 letters of complaints 
against the companies. 

Judge Ernest Gibson per- 
mitted the inspector to testify 
as to the contents of the box, 
over defense protests that 
this was hearsay evidence. 
His ruling was a precedent. 

After a month-long (rial 
that filled 2,000 pages of 
transcript, a jury found the 
men guilty. An appeal was 
taken to the Second Circuit 
Court of Appeals and denied. 
The Supreme Court refused 
to review January IU. IntiS. 

T. C. Fry, Jr.. who onco i 
wrote a book titled "How to 
Betire Without Money." has 
been retired for five years to 
a federal penitentiary.

He pleaded for an expan- 
sion of the educational op- 
portunities afforded the chil- 
dren of the poor. He asked 
that they be given more than 
a knowledge of the ABC's, 
that they be truly educated 
to know their latent capaci- 
ties, to make, them capable to 
discharge tho duties of citi- 
zenship. He was one of the 
first men in all the world to 
sense this fundamental edu- 
cational lack. - / 

He pleaded the cause of 
the alcoholic, /planned 
"homes" for these unfortun- 
ates who needed help to over- 
come their .''disease." He 
recommended/ probation for 
"first offenders" -who ap- 
peared in the- courts,, to save 
them from/ "the contamina- 
tion of prison life." He 
planned a ; program for re- 
leased prisoners, to give 
them the help and encourage- 
ment «thcy needed; be de- 
manded that they be taught a 
trade- if they had none.

High school students, now 
sent here by AFS, said Ma- 
sajl, live with American fam- 
ilies, and come to know and 
understand our ways, and 
are able to tell friends at 
home that Americans are not 
always as they think. 

Asked by a member to give 
an example of a belief that 
he had formed in his own 
country, that he had found 
wrong since he lived here, 
Masajl replied that the civil 
rights issue was misunder- 
stood in Japan. From re- 
ports on TV, radio and news- 
papers, he said, they are 
convinced that American 
whites are brutaf to Negroes, 
and the Japanese feel this Is 
wrong. Since living here, 
he said, he has discovered 
that most Americans also feel 
this Is wrong. 

Masaji answered many 
questions from the audience. 
At the conclusion of his 
speech, the proposed amend- 
ment was read, ending 
monthly meetings and insti- 
tuting a schedule of three or 
four meetings a year.
